Scionti’s compensation for preparing al- 
most his entire class for entry in the 
1951 National Piano Playing Auditions 
and subsequently in the 1952 Interna- 
tional Piano Recording Festival, which, 
from the standpoint of prizes is the most 
renumerative in the world. His group of 
more than 30 students received gold 
medals to a man for superior playing 
and 55 Cash Awards, which totaled 
$1,382.00, besides. This entitled the 
teacher, Dr. Scionti, to a similar amount, 
since he had already qualified for the 
Teacher-Awards by entering 20 or more 
students in the 1951 Auditions. 

Ferne Nolte Davidson, of Nampa, Ida- 
ho, received the second largest Cash 
Award for Teachers, $177.50. Franklyn 
Carnahan, Cleveland, Ohio; Bristow Har- 
din, Norfolk, Va.; Hazel M. Kennedy, San 
Jose, Cal., and Gladys Ondricek, Boston, 
each received in excess of $100.00.

School Diploma in Social Music that is 
being offered for the first time this year, 
the requirements for which were pub- 
lished in the March issue of Piano Guild 
Notes and also in the latest edition of 
the Guild Syllabus.

More Than 100 Judges 
Adjudicate Auditions 


Traveling around 40,000 miles to do 
so, 126 judges are this month and next 
being sent by the Guild to audition more 
than 30,000 young pianists in 402 Audi- 
tion centers, it was announced recently 
from National headquarters of the Piano 
Guild at Austin, Texas. About 1200 judg- 
ing days of eight hours each will be re- 
quired to hear the entire student entry 
this year, it was said. 

The National Piano Playing Auditions 
had a humble beginning at Hardin-Sim- 
mons University, Abilene, Texas, 24 years 
ago when Iri Allison, dean of music there 
at the time, conceived a plan for stimu- 
lating and holding the interest of his own 
piano pupils whereby they would play in 
an annual event outside his college and 
win honors that would reflect credit 
upon the school, pep up the pride of the 
pupils, and impress the student body as 
a whole with the importance of music 
study in general and piano study in par- 
ticular, The first year only 46 students 
entered, but one came 400 miles to do 
so, which encouraged the founder to try 
again the next year when 98 participated. 
By 1932, 212 were entered, when the 
idea to become national took root and 
money was raised from Texas oil to 
spread the movement from coast to 
coast. In 1933 seventeen hundred took 
part and in 1934 in 29 cities from Bos- 
ton to Los Angeles 3,305 young pian- 
ists appeared for adjudication. By 1943 
eleven thousand were participating an- 
nually, while by 1953 thirty-one thousand 
are expected to enter. 

The growth of the Guild is not due 
merely to a good idea put to use but 
to a terrific amount of toil on the part 
of the founders who have always enjoyed 
the confidence and cooperation of Guild 
Members, plus the faith that all good 
things are from God, hence must suc- 
ceed.

Austin, Texas, April 22—The final +re- 
sults of the 1952 International Piano 
Recording Festival, sponsored by the Na- 
tional Guild of Piano Teachers, which 
were announced yesterday by Dr. Irl Al- 
lison, Guild president, revealed Herbert 
Rogers, pupil of Mme. Rosina Lhevinne 
of New York, and Gershen Kenikow, 
pupil of Nadia Reisenberg, New York, 
as tied for first place in the .Artist Di- 
vision, among the student winners. Sil- 
vio Scionti’s pupils won the greatest num- 
ber of awards (over thirty gold medals 
and 55 cash prizes for further study 
awards, which, because he has supported 
the Auditions by entering 20 or more 
of his students annually, entitles him ro 
receive the largest Cash Prize Award 
for Teachers of the year—$1382.00, 
which is the sum total of his students’ 
55 cash awards. This is the first time 
the teacher has been a winner of Guiid 
awards based upon the achievements of 
his students—another new idea entiraly 
original with the National Guild of Piano 
Teachers. Dr. Scionti is head of the 
piano department of North Texas State 
College, Denton, Texas. 

Over 600 gold medals, 200 bronze pen- 
dants, and 200 Citation for Courage 
awards, in addition to more than 400 
Cash Prizes for Further Study (amount- 
ing to above $13,000.00), will repay stu- 
dents and teachers and thrill their par- 
ents for their diligence and enthusiasm 
for the Guild’s new annual event, the 
International Piano Recording Festival.

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Leo Podolsky Endorses Plan For 
American Guild of Pianists 


The splendid plan as outlined by Dean 
Edwin Young of Hardin-Simmons Uni- 
versity deserves full consideration and 
acceptance. It offers a remedy for a 
basic “wrong’ which seems to be over- 
looked by most teachers in the musical 
field. Even when the neglect is realized, 
little is done about it. The plan offers 
to supply a missing vital link in the 
teacher's application of his own knowl- 
edge, interest, and experience to his stu- 
dents, 

In criss-crossing the country from Mi- 
ami to Seattle many times during the 
past twenty-five years, and in listening 
to hundreds of students varying widely 
in age, ability, and advancement, | have 
observed that many teachers can and do 
teach well only up to the third and 
fourth grades. After that, the progress- 
ing pupil often plays everything in a 
single key—"flat’—his playing lacks in- 
terest and inspiration—and his advance- 
ment really stops. Why? Because the 
teacher is not keeping up musically and 
interpretatively with the advancing stu- 
dent and the advancing material. The 
joy of real painism is not being expe- 
rienced by the student—and this can be 
inculcated only by a teacher who plays. 

Keeping up and advancing as a player 
is a sure way to success in teaching. 
Have you ever known a teacher who is 
a real player to lack for pupils? 

With so many other subjects to be 
covered, the repertoire which can be 
mastered during the years spent in con- 
servatory or college is only a minimum. 
The graduate who enters the teaching 
profession must add to it constantly in 
the years after school. Otherwise his 
musical growth virtually ceases at grad- 
uation. 

The momentum gained during school 
years must be perpetually renewed by 
new projects in the mastery of reper- 
toire. If this is not done, teaching be- 
comes just a routine of lesson-giving, 
instead of a joyful sharing with the stu- 
dent. 

May | suggest that in addition to the 
Associate and Full Membership as pro- 
posed by Dean Young there be a Fel- 
low Membership for those who play two 
or three recitals with different programs. 
There may be many who could do that 
who could not meet the requirements for 
Full Membership. 

To aspiring teachers who are short 
of time because of many diversified du- 
ties, | make this suggestion: Reserve 
one hour a day—perhaps from 10:00 to 
11:00 each morning, for your own prac- 
tice and musical progress. Answer no 
phon ecalls during that period—if they 
are important they will come through 
later. Receive no visitors during this time, 
indulge in no chats with neighbors. Keep 
one hour out of twenty-four for some- 
thing which is indispensable to your fu- 
ture. You will find yourself so refreshed 
musically that all your teaching will be 
made easier, and you will get more done 
in the time that is left than you ever 
achieved before. Try this “vitamin dose” 
for fourteen days and it will become a 
habit leading to unending expansion.

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ROBERT FLOYD 
RECEIVES GOOD 
NEW YORK 
PRESS NOTICES 


The following are reprinted from the 
New York Press and give the New 
York critics reports of Robert Floyd's 
New York debut recital at Town Hall 
on April 9th. 


From the New York Herald Tribune, 
April 10, 1952: 


“Robert Floyd, winner of the Nationel 
Guild of Piano Teachers Young Artists 
competition, was heard in his New York 
debut recital last night in Town Hall. 
His program, short and well-ordered, 
listed the Bach-Busoni Toccata in C 
major; Beethoven’s Sonata in D minor, 
Op. 31; Chopin’s Sonata in B flat minor 
Op. 35, and numbers by Debussy, Bern- 
stein, Prokofieff and Piston. 


Mr. Floyd, like so many of his genera- 
tion, is both a gifted and uneven pianist. 
He is artful, but not artistic, thoughtful 
but not imaginative. And though he is 
capable of shaping a work so as to in- 
clude in its outline the correct proper- 
ties of performancr, he gives wings to his 
music rarely and is content to play it 
simply as the composer has laid it out. 


The pianist has, however, a seund 


gers move quickly, agilely, and inaccura- 
cies were found only in those virtuoso 
moments where mistakes have come to be 
expected. His dynamic range is large, 
his color supply adequate. The elements 
of faithful rendition are in every respect’ 
available to him. 


As in the case with a large number of 
our musical young, Mr. Floyd is some- 
times over-impressed with the piano’s 


of percussive poise, but even his tendency 
to thump did not account for the way- 
ward qualities of his performance. Inflex- 
ibility, one believes, did, for the pianist 
is so concerned with playing his music 
as others have played it before him, that 
there was little room for the entrance of 
his own personality. Without this, his 
music-making—for all its virtues—took on 
a rigid and sapless cast. Thus Mr. Floyd, 
though blessed with considerable facility 
and undeniable sincerity of purpose, was 
not able, last night, to lift into the realm 
of living the printed pages which he has 
learned to read so well.” 


From the New York Times, April 10, 
1952: 


“A substantial set of virtues was ap- 
parent during Robert Floyd’s debut re- 
cital last night in Town Hall. High up 
on the list was the musical integrity dis- 
played by the young pianist. All through 
the recital there was respect for the 
composer and an honest view toward the 
instrument. Mr. Floyd did not seek flashy 
effects; and in one or two cases, where 
his dynamics got a little out of hand, it 
was not in an effort to impress but 
rather a desire for expression. 


A basically good finger technique was 
put on display. Here and there, as in the 
scherzo of the Chopin sonata, Mr. Floyd 
was a little hard-pressed, and the play- 
ing sounded labored. For the most part, 
though, he did not attempt to play any- 
thing that was not well in his fingers. 


In the Bach-Busoni piece, Mr. Floyd 
set about things with right good will. 
If his enthusiasm was a little undisciplin- 
ed, he erred in the right direction; dnd 
certainly the concluding fugue was as 
neatly laid out as one could desire. 


The Beethoven sonata, too, was an ap- 
preciable effort—clear, intelligent, logi- 
cal, with a good measure of instinctive 
poetry. As for the difficult Chopin work, 
Mr. Floyd had the correct ideas, even 
if he was not always able to put them 
into execution. 


But Mr. Floyd is still in the process of 
development. As he gains more experi- 
ence, a more personal style should enter 
his playing, and with it more of an in- 
sight into the subtleties of color and 
nuance. He has the makings of an able, 
sincere artist; and a few more years of 
work and thought should bring his abil-
